I have put together the genealogical history of the Blake family from 
early days in Scotland, to their entry into the United States in 1836 but 
need to complete the history of Andrew Blake who died at Moss Point, MS 
perhaps 25 Sept. 1875. 


Andrew Blake served as a Captain in Adams Rifles during the Civil War 
while his brothers were volunteers from New York state in the Union Army. 
I have the complete records of these men and one, William Blake, was ny 
grandfather. Is it possible to have the military record for Andrew Blake? 
To whom should I apply for such information? 


Andrew Blake married Fannie Hempstead on the 23 January 1866 according 
to one story I have. The obituary of one brother of Andrew states that 
Andrew died soon after the Civil War ended and that he had four children, 
one born after his death. Do you have any record of Andrew Blake or his 
family? If you do not, to whom should I write for the history of this 
Blake family. 


According to stories in the records of Andrew Blake's brothers, 
Andrew went to Mississippi when a very young man. He was born 28 July, 1829 
at Inverness, Scotland. I am most appreciative of anything you can do for 
me as I would like to complete my family history before something happens 
to me.
